For example, Ladino and Alsike Clover perform better on 
the wetter soils. Choosing the right legume for the job can mean the dil- 
ference of success or failure. 


Seeding a Blend or Mixture Is Best 


We can never accurately predict the weather which will follow after we 
have completed our seedings. Different legumes and grasses prosper under 
somewhat different conditions. Thus, a blend of two or more varieties; or a 
mixture of alfalfa and clover can well mean having some legume present to 
a greater extent than, if we had seeded either alone. Mixtures of legumes and 
grasses have many advantages, provided that they are compatable mixtures 
and not “poiluck.” See page 15 for Berry’s field proven mixtures. Your 
attention is especially called to pages 6 and 7 for revolutionary news of 
Berry's Special Purpose Alfalfa Blends. 


Legumes Require a High Lime Level 


A soil test will determine whether your soil is sweet or acid. Legumes grow 
best in a sweet soil. More often than not poor stands result from soils that 
are so acid the seedlings cannot survive. Test your soil and be sure. 


Fertilize According to Soil Tests 


Starvation shortens the life and lowers the productivity ¢f your legume 
stand. Phosphate is usually the most needed element in Corn Belt soils. 
Legumes thrive on plenty of phosphorous with or under the seed. Berry‘s 
store manager is familiar with different soil types and their deficiencies. 


_Pasturing the Nurse Crop Pays 


Winter grains very often make such rapid Spring growth that legume seed- 
ings suffer. from shading. This is especially true with alfalfa. Pasturing up 
to the jointing stage of the grain is a very profitable livestock practice. In 
recent years many farmers are harvesting the grain in the.milk or dough 
Stage as silage. Proper pasturing of Spring or Winter grains never damages 
@ seeding; far too many seedings have been killed by too much grain. 


Sow Your Seed Carefully 


More seeds grow when covered to a depth of less than-] inch. Seed sown 
deeper is usually lost. A firm, fine textured seed bed provides your best 
chance of seed placement at the proper depth and allows each seed io be 
firmly in contact with the soil around it. Don't waste seed. See the sowing 
chart at the bottom of this page for the proper seeding rates. 


Don't Smother Your Seeding 


Most legume seedings are made in companion crops of small grain. These 
nurse crops are a source of further return in the year of seeding and protect 
the seeding from weeds, which give no return, and are undesirable in the 
seeding. Over-planting of the companion grain crop will result in a heavy 
stand which can easily smother out or hinder growth of your legume seed- 
ing. 


Split Seeding an Advantage 


In many areas farmers follow the practice of splitting their seed and makina 
two sowings. The most favorable planting date varies from ‘year to year; 
thus, seeding half of the seed at the earliest favorable opportunity and seed- 
ing the remainder two or three weeks later is good insurance, though it does 
take more labor and machine use. Earliest seeding can be made when all 
of the frost is out of the ground, even though light freezing occurs at nighi. 


Early Seeding Pays Off 


Sowing your seed at the earliest time favorable conditions exist allows your 
seed to germinate under the most ideal conditions. When the frost is out 
and occasional light freezing occurs at night most soils will honeycomb on 
the surface and to an extent cover seed still on the surface. Plenty of mois- 
ture exists in the surface soil eliminating the danger of the seeds being killed 
by drying or exposure. Under these conditions Gro-Coated seed is protected 
from disease crganisms that thrive under cool, moist conditions. 


Drilling Is Better Than Broadcast 


Field trials and experience prove the superiority of drilling legume seed. 
Seed drilled will give a better stand than seed broadcast the same day; if 
conditions will let you get a drill in the field. All seeds need some cover.

WEIGHTS AND SOWING RATES 


The following table gives pounds per standard bushel for most states. There is some variation between states and all seeds do not have standard weight in all states. There 
ére no standard weights at all for some seeds. The depth of covering seeds will.vary according to soil types, and average rainfall. In dry areas and looser type soil, deeper 
coverage may be desirable for some crops. In more humid areas it is normally best to give grass and clover seed only a shallow covering. Rolling after seeding is usually 
very helpful in getting stands.

The dairy man and the beef producer want some- 
thing different than the farmer who is mainly a producer of pork. Then again some 
desire a high quality but low cost alfalfa seeding they plan to use mainly for soil 
building purposes. It is to fill these distinctly different needs that Berry has devel- 
oped 6 new blends. They are designed to give yow the maximum in quality, produc- 
tion and all around outstanding performance. 


BERRY'S "BEEF AND DAIRY" BLENDS 


Farmers in beef and dairy production generally want a stand of alfalfa that will last 
a long time. They want hardy and disease resistant alfalfas. They want heavy pro- 
duction and fine quality feed. This is also excellent for general farming where 
legume meadows are needed. 

We have observed that there is a variation in height of plants between different 
varieties. Our blends are designed to produce maximum leaf growth for therein lies 
most of the feeding value. By having some with higher, some medium and some with 
lower growing leaf growth the feeding value is bound to be higher and yields greater. 

There is also a difference in flavor between alfalfa varieties and it is reasonable 
to assume that a. variety in flavor may stimulate the appetite and cause increased 
consumption.

In our seed processing plant at Boone, Iowa, we produce a quality of oats that 
we think is unequaled anywhere. The pictures below illustrate some of the seed 
removed in the different cleaning steps. In producing this seed we go far beyond 
the requirements for state certification. That requires certain standards of purity 
and germination but has no specific specifications as to weight, but our tests 
have shown that the weight of the seed: sown has a very definite influence on 
the crop that is produced. = : 


We have to remove many more oais in our cleaning process ‘than is normally 
done and this costs more money, but if you judge by performarice, you will find 
that this is the cheapest seed that you can plant. For examplé, you can sow less 
seed per acre, 21/2 bushel at $2.60 per bushel would be $6.50."
